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ARTS LEARNING FOR CHILDREN AND YOUTH 
NATIONAL ENDOWMENT FOR THE ARTS 

____________________________________________________________________ 
 
The National Endowment for the Arts is committed to advancing the arts as a core 
academic subject and as a critical component of early childhood and youth 
development.  Beginning in 2001, the Endowment refined its goal for education to 
focus particularly on children and youth in the variety of settings in which learning in 
the arts occurs.  In Fiscal Year 2002, an initial round of 210 Arts Learning grants were 
supported.  Information on those projects can be found on the Endowment’s Web site 
at www.arts.gov/grants/recent/03grants/AL.html.  In 2003, the agency’s Challenge 
America Positive Alternatives for Youth (PAY) category, which had supported short-
term artist residencies and artist-teacher collaborations, was merged with Arts 
Learning.  Among the results of that merger was an unprecedented increase in 
applications and funds requested.  More than 1,100 Arts Learning project applications 
were reviewed in 2003, requesting more than $50 million.  
 
On May 13, 2003, NEA Chairman Dana Gioia announced support for 258 Arts 
Learning Projects for a total of $8,842,000.  These grants represent effective practices 
and, in some instances, innovations in the ways that children learn in and through the 
arts.  They demonstrate methods for meaningful engagement of children and youth 
with the arts and with artists through activities such as educational enhancements of 
performances or exhibitions, artist residencies that engage children as direct 
participants, artist-teacher collaborations to increase the effectiveness of arts teaching 
and learning in both school- and community-based settings, and integration of the arts 
to enhance children’s overall achievement.  Also represented are professional 
development activities designed to increase the knowledge and effectiveness of 
teachers, artists, and youth arts program providers; efforts to develop or extend 
curricula and the educational content of school and community-based programs; 
research projects that focus on the educational impact of the arts, artists, and arts 
resources on our nation’s children and youth; and projects for the documentation, 
dissemination, or replication of exemplary arts learning programs and practices. 
 
Arts Learning project activities occur in three types of settings: 
 
Early Childhood:  Arts learning activities for young children who are not yet of 
kindergarten age, and for the professional development of teachers, artists, and others 
who work with them. 
 
School-Based:  Projects for children and youth between kindergarten and grade 12 
that are directly connected to the school curriculum and instructional program. 
 
Community-Based:  Projects outside of the regular school day and year that occur in 
a variety of settings and are provided by arts organizations or by other community-
based organizations or agencies in partnership with artists and arts groups. 
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As the following chart illustrates, slightly less than half of the 2003 Arts Learning 
projects focus on learning activities in community-based venues, while approximately 
a third take place in school settings.  A small percentage of the projects are focused 
on young children who are not yet kindergarten age.  Seventeen percent of the 
projects cross over the school, community, and/or early childhood arenas to serve 
children and youth in a combination of these settings.

Each Arts Learning applicant identifies at least one of three outcomes as well as plans 
to evaluate their success in achieving it. The three outcomes are: 
 

1.) Increased learning in and through the arts for children and youth 
2.) Expanded opportunities for professional development 
3.) Enhanced arts learning policy and program environment 

 
More than 90 percent of the Arts Learning projects supported in 2003 identified 
increased learning in and through the arts for children and youth as their primary 
outcome.  Four percent selected the professional development outcome, and two 
percent are working primarily to enhance the policy and program environment.  
 
This catalogue is designed as an informational resource and cross-reference guide for 
potential Learning in the Arts applicants and for others with interest in improving the 
quality of arts learning programs for children and youth.  It describes all of the 2003 
grant projects and lists each grantee’s street and Web addresses (as available) as 
well as the project director’s name and telephone number.  The first index shows the 
grants by state.  A second index identifies the art discipline, type of activity, and 
whether the project focus is Early Childhood, School-based, Community-based or 
Combination.
